Takes Up the Scepter Forced From
the Hands of King Solomon and

REIGNS ON THE OLD PLANTATION.

She Bolds Her Dusky Court in a"Moonlit
Cornfield.

LATEST PHASE OF THE GEORGIA CRAZE

WAIYHOURVILLE, Avgust 2.—One
white Christ, oae black Christ, one King
Sclomon akd one queen. That's the Liber-
ty county reeord up to date, The white
Christ is in Milledgeville. The black
Christ and King Solomon are in adjacent
cells in the county jail at Hinesville, and
the queen is holding her ofurt to-night in
a moonlit cornfield, six miles from here.

Kisg Solsmon’s reign terminated very
sbruptly Monday forenoon. IHe announced
to his followers that he was going to Hines-
ville, nearly ten miles distant, and liberate
all the prisoners confined thers on charges
of lunsey. Hessked that 15 of the fithiul
be appointed to sccompany him and witness
the miracle. With grest powp and cere-
mwony, and amid the wildest excitement,
King Solomen avd the chosen sturied out
for Hinesville. One by ome the faithful
fell away by the wayside, and whea the
king renched Hinesville only five or six
jollowers were lefi. The marshal &
the whole erowd and locked them u

In two or three hours pews of o clgno-
minious eapture of the King reached camp,
and one of the sisters forthwith annonnced
thut she was the Queen of Sheba, and also
God. Her nssertion was scoepted withoat

westion and she is honored accordingly.
?he camp where the negroes are collected is
seven miles portheast of Walthourville
station, on what is known as the old Wal.
thour bomestead place. The palatial resi-
dence of the old master was burned during
the war and was never rebuilt. About the
site, however, some eight or ten smail cab-
ins have been built. There are nonme but
vegroes on the place. Tne property has
passed into the hands of non-residents, and
of late yeurs has been sadly neglected. Its
present poverty aod absndonment are s
wockery of the old plantation.

AN INSANE LEADER.

Dupont Bell needed no remarkable pow-
ersof mind or body to maintain success-
fully the role he assumed. The fact that
Yie was insame aided rather tham mh.:-
rassed him, Then James, sn ignorant negro
justiee of the peace, was equally successful
in the sume character. Sh:brlel: Walthour,
another negro, made an excellent King Bol-
omon, and fimally a black o 28 years
of age, and toe mother of eight children, is
Queen of Sheba and also God. The negroes
have crowded into these little eabins until
the eabins will hold no more. Many others
have built up fircs and are sleeping by
them in the open air. Not less than 250
are sleeping there to-night, men, women and
children. Besides this nomber, fully as
many more followers live near enough to go
home and aivide their time sleeping at

home. Others content t.heuuelrel with an
occasional visit to the Queen, as did
the two Christs and King Bolomon fore

her, and vefure to altogether quit work.
About 100 yards from the row of cabins are
two immense live oak trees, the spreading
branches of which meet and form s sort of
archway. Under this is still standing &
small table, and srranged around the table
waking o circle some 40 feet in diameter,
are numbers of rude benches. A seat is
made by ariving fourstakes into the ground
6t convenient distances apart, Tghcmg
loosely upon them a flat plnuk

cle, nnder the live oak branches, was the
hulr ground.

The two Christs and King Solomon have
gll held meetings there, and there it was
that the huivan sacrifice was offered. The
picaninnies quit laughing as they pass near
the holy pluce, An irreverent actin this
place, whesher by old or young, is severely
punished.

BATAN'S THRONE.

1t will be moticea that the two trees are
covered with Soanish moss, except on one
limb that stretehes across the entire width
of the ring some 15 feet above it. There is
1o moss ou this, and the leaves have been
picked off to make its appearsnce the more
bare and black. On that limb the devil sat
@uring all the services. Satan was Uncle
Simon Walthoug, & mnegro man about 65
vesrs of age. The meelings are stopped
now by a peremptory order from the Sher-
iff deliversd 1n person. The negroes are stll
eongregated, however, and are slaves at the
command of the Queen. The self-consti-
tuted sovereizn passes into & tranee every 10
or 15 minutes, and then wakes up to tell her
disciples of hesvenly visions and inspira-
tions. She has entirely discarded her hus-
band and children. She i the guest, so to
speak, of Alexander Walthour, a gray
haired negro mun who rents the homestead
place irom its presert owner.

She was found thers in one of her trance
moods this afiernoon, lyiog upon her back,
surrounded by cight or ten crazy negroes.
The Queen’s head and body were coversl
with a soiled sheet. The women about .the
bed were fanning Her Majesty with palmet-
to fans, and'n deatb-like silence prevailed
in the room.

IN DAYS GONE BY

A New Deserted Portion of Mexico Waa
Evidently Inkablied by n Civilized
Hace—The Remains That Have
Just Been Discovered by
Explorers.

Crry or Mexico, August 2—Recently
returned explorers trom the State of Chispas
confirm and add to the remarkable reports
concerning important archwological dis-
coveries. A fine broad paved road, built
by prehistorie inbabitants, hll been traced
from Tonala down into Guatemala and
thence in a eurve up Again into Mexico,
terminating at Palenque. All dongthis
road are still to be seen the remsins of
ruined cities, and a careful estimate of the
population of these places is about 30,000,-
Our On that part of the road near Pdnnque
the ruius are of great magnitude. Houses
four and often * five stories high have been
found in the depth of the forest. Many of
these houses are pyramidal in form, and so
covered are some of them with wvegetable

amold that large trees are growing from the

reols. In some of the houses great employ-
ment has been made of stone beams of tre-
mendous weight, and the architecture indi-
cates a high degree of scientific attainmenta,
In some houses visited bronzs lamps have
been discovered, and the interior and ex-
terior mural decorstions of the more im-
portant houses econsist of panelings filled
with elaborately carved figures almost life
gize, two types of men and women bein
re , some plainly Egyptisn an
others genuine Africans. In front of one of
the houses the explorers found 14 sc
of gods with folded arms. The work of ex-
ploration was one of extreme difficulty,
owing to the density of the forest and the
unwillingness of the Indians to enter ancient
edifices; they averring that the buildings
were inhabited by spirits.. Another dis-
covery was that an enormous paved road ex-
tends from Palenque soross Yucatan to the
Island of Cozumet, and is continued on tha
island. . The ex went to Chia
private business, but incidentally ue
interested in the work of exploring the ruins,
and they that the Government fit
out agexpedition to make a complete map
of this* wonderfully interesting region, re-
garding which littie comparatively is known
even aiter so many years since the white
men aware of its existence.
Palenque explorers assert that they have
discovered in the edifices before mentioned
examples of a perfect arch. One explorer is
a lmeuuﬁedl{ trained man who has recently
arrived from India, and by his account the
region from Chiapas to Yucatan must have
been the seat of & densely populous nation.
